CKHTLE: CHEEK, Colo., May 21).—The 


deputies and strikers are still keeping a 
safe distance from each other. Both 
.sides are exerting every effort to increase 
their numbers, the strikers using, in 
some instances, loaded Winchesters as 
arguments. The strikers become bolder 
and more insolent every day. All the 
smaller towns are completely subjected 
anil some demonstration has been made 
at Cripple Creek. There is nothing 
manly in the attitude of the strikers. 
Vastly outnumbering the male portion 
of the population and being heavily 
armed, they have conGecated nearly all 
the firearms owned by individuals. 
Conscious alike of their own strength 
and ol the weakness of the inhabitants, 
they conduct themselves iu an over- 
taxing manner and exact conduct on 
the part of the inhabitants that is little 
short of abject servitude. 


Today a party entered Mound City, 


and at the point of Winchesters forced 
two union men who believe in the union, 
but do not believe in carrying arms and 
using them iu violation of law, together 
with'a non-union man, to go to Bull 
Hill. The general impression hero is 
that this question can be settled only 
by a terrible conflict, and the people are 
anxiously awaiting the end, whatever it 
may be. To the credit of the strikers it 
can be said in some of the camps they 
have cloaiid every saloon and placed 
guards over them. The strikers now ex- 
pect to he attacked from three different 
parts, and have massed their forces at 
Bull 
Hill. The two principal ap- 


proaches have been undermined, and a 
large quantity of dynamite placed BO 
thai by means of electricity the mines 
can be exploded from the fort. 


DHNVEII, May 29.—Almost at the last 


moment Governor Waitc decided not to 
SO lo Cripple Creek until tomorrow 
moraimi. It is thought he is afraid the 
deputies will kidnap him. 


DIVII>B, Col., May 29.- The strikers 


are reported to have purchased a rifled 
ei:iiiiuii, which'is now oil the way here. 
They have constructed another fort in a 
t-rtiiyon just below Wilbur. 


Railroad Property Damaged. 


SKATTLE, Wash., May 29.—The Puget 


Sound region is almost cut off from rail- 
way communication with the east. The 
Canadian 
Pacific, Great 
Northern, 


Northern Pacific and Union Pacific 
roads are all blockaded on account of 
floods. 
On the first named road the 


waters of the Fraaier river arc higher 
than have been known for twc.nty years 
aud a vast expanse of territory is under 
water. Much damage has been done to 
farmers and to property of the railroad. 
In the immediate vicinity of this city 
the high waters are rapidly receding 
and no further damage is anticipated. 


In Contempt of the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Tn the senate 


Unlay Gray presented the report of the 
committee delegated to investigate the 
charges of impropriety in framing the 
sugar schedule. The committee, after 
reciting the testimony of the newspaper 
correspondents Edwards and Schriver, 
and the questions they refused to an- 
swer, says: "These witnesses are in con- 
tempt of the senate and ought to be 
dealt with under the law providing for 
a line of $1.00 to $1,000 and imprison- 
ment from one month to one year." 


Opposed to Government Ownership. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Postmaster 


(iener.il ^issel has forwarded to Chair- 
man Wise of the house committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce a letter 
embodving bis reasons for opposing the 
proposed government ownership of the 
telegraph system. He does not think 
the postal telegraph service would prove 
profitable in this country, or that such 
a service could he fully accomplished 
without material additions to the pres-

given full power to act in behalf of the 
miners with the mine owners. 


Governor Waite left Victor over the 


Florence and Cripple Creek railroad to- 
day in company with President John 
Calderwood. His understood that his 
excellency aud representatives of tbe 
miners' union are to have a conference 
with the mine owners at Colorado 
Springs some time tomorrow.. The Gat- 
ling puu ordered from Chicago is ex- 
pected to arrive tomorrow. A rumor is 
current this morning that a party of 
miners' scouts have captured Deputy 
Sheriff Bob Mulliu, together with fou'r 
other deputies, but it cannot be con- 
firmed. MulUn is the man whom the 


iners are PO bitter aeainst aud who 


was reported as shot in Colorado Springs 
the other day. 


Boy Killed by a Playmate.

Mr. Russell, civil engineer. Tim opinion 
prevails in railway circles that the 
wreck was the result of criminal tamper- 
ing with the switch. An aged man and 
woman, names unknown, were found 
hurneci to death in the ruins. There 
were about fifty [iHsstsugers, and others 
may be yet found to swell tbe list of the 
burned. Tt ia thought tbe injured will 
recover, except one named Chester, 
from Marahfiejd.

Speaking of tbe results of the war he 
said: "it would have been defeat to 
have held together in iron bands two 
estranged sections, but it is a glorioua 
victory to have been able to bring back 
an unwilling brother and make him a 
happy brother."

immediate prospect of a battle, unless 
the strikers make an attack upon the. 
deputies' camp at Divide, New com- 
plications are threatened today, as for 
the past twenty-four hours reports have 
been received that the railway con- 
ductors, eu^ineers and firemen have 
been in consultation with the strikers 
at Altinan. It is thought that the train- 
men may refuse to run the trains carry- 
ing arms, amunition and reinforcements 
to the deputies. Such a slep would im- 
measurably strengthen the etrikers, as 
the work of massing deputies will be 
slow and difltcult. No stages entered or 
left Cripple Creek today, and this is the 
second day of no railroad communica- 
tion. 
In consequence anxiety is in- 


creasing on the part of those who wish 
to leave. In spite of the rain and bad 
roads many men have Bent their wives 
and children to places of safety.

The District Attorney to Deal With

Answer. 


WASHINGTON, May 31.—Senator Mc- 


Vherauu was today before the senatorial 
committee to investigate the alleged in- 
terference of the sugar trust with con- 
gress and the executive department. 
He reiterated the statements made re- 
cently on the floor of the senate that 
when it became apparent that sugar 
was to be tbe subject of legislation, be 
instructed bis broker to ceasa all deal- 
ings in sugiir stock in his name. 


The committee also examined Sena- 


tors Harris and Mills, and concluded 
the sitting for tbe day with the testi- 
mony of Secretary Carlisle, who denied 
explicitly all charges made in Edwards' 
letter except one. Thia one was the as- 
sertion that while confcrrini; with the 
committee be on ono occasion, at the 
mi^'gestion of members of the committee 
and using their figures, put the sugar 
schedule into shanc, an he did other 
paragraphs of the bill. Itoth Senators 
Harris anil Mills denied any knowledge 
of the operations of the sugar trust in 
connection with legislation, and denied 
that Carlisle had demanded protection 
for sugar. 


Senator Mills was asked if it waa true, 


as it had been reported, that Mr. Car- 
lisle had given Mr. Havemeyer of the 
sugar trust a letter of introduction to 
himself. He said that was a lace, but 
that he had declined to receive the let- 
ter. 


Chairman Gray says the committee 


will continue its investigations, leaving 
the district attorney to deal with wit- 
nesses who refuse to answer.

tion ot a monument In memory of the 
private soldiers and sailors of tbe Con- 
federacy was the occasion of a great cel- 
ebration today. There was a cavalry 
reunion at which General Fitzhugh Ijce, 
Wuile Hampton, Governor O'Ferrell, 
Rev. William Jones and Guuural Rosser 
were present. General Rosser attracted 
attention by the severe arraignment of 
the. United States pension laws. Gen- 
eral Fitzlnij*h Lets was marshal of the 
Sirade, aud in the line were Governor 


'Ferrell and Wade HampUm. 
The orator of the day was Rev. R. C. 


Cave. In an address Cave said: "T 
am not one of those who fancy that 
right must always sidy with might and 
speak of Appomatox as the judgment 
God. I regard it as but another in- 
stance of truth on (be scaffold 
and 


wrong on the throne. (Tremendous 
applause.) 


Appomatox waa a triumph of ihe 


physically stronger iu n conflict between 
representatives of two essentially differ- 
ent civilizations and antagonistic ideas 
of governments. On one side was the 
South, led by the descendants of Caval- 
fer, who, with all their faults, bad from 
a long line of ancestors a manty con- 
tempt for 
moral littleness, a high 


sense of honor, lofty regard for plighted 
faith, strong tendency to conservatism, 
profound respect for law and order, mid 
unfaltering loyalty to constitutional 
government.

Their example bid us nobly live for the 
principles of elate, sovereignty and 
home rule in which this government 
was wisely founded by our fathers, with- 
out which no vast territority like ours 
can possibly remain Democratic, the de- 
parture from which ia rapidly hurrying 
the country to a choice between anarchy 
and imperialism, and the return to 
which ia essential to the preservation of 
the life of the republic.

Each one was armed with a 
rifle and brace of revolvers, the arms 
now being in the possession of the 
strikers. It is rumored that the stiik- 
ere attacked the Ann Lee mine, over- 
powering the guards, after which they 
blew up tbe shaft house, hut the rumor 
baa not been verified. When the depu- 
ties are finally massed, and the. two 
forces come together, a most desperate 
battle will doubtless be fought. 


PrRTHKK DETAILS.

sorts of rumors concerning doings at the 
Strong mine are afloat. Oue is that the 
•workmen were not killed, having been 
•warned off by masked strikers. Depu- 
ties from Denver have withdrawn to a 
less exposed position. They will await 
reinforcements. 
The 
strikers, from 


their stronghold on Bull hill, can view 
the country for miles, and all passes are 
guarded by them. Every stranger is 
intercepted, and not allowed to proceed 
towards the town unless a satisfactory 
explanation of his business is given. No 
one IB permitted to go near enough to 
the Beat of war to be in danger, and the 
streets of Cripple Creek and Victor, as 
well as tbe passes, are patrolled by min- 
ers carrying "Winchesters 
and re- 


volvers. 


The capture and disarming of eighteen 


deputies was accomplished by women, 
and ever since the occurrence two of the 
•women have heen holding high court in 
a saloon where the strikers heap con- 
gratulations upon them. Tnro wagons 
loaded with powder and cartridges for 
one of the mines were captured by 
BtrikerE and their contents confiscated.

led to the belief that the army hud left 
Madera early yesterday morning. About 
the time that tbe corner statuary who 
''know it all" were speaking of the im- 
possibility of the army being here be- 
fore Monday at the earliest, tbo ad- 
vanced guard of the commonwenlers 
w;is encountered live miles from Fresno. 
The reporter had the snap all to him- 
self, though, it was quite early in the 
afternoon and il happened there was 
not t'veu a solitary teain beside his own 
on the county road, going or comiug. 


The advanced guard of about a do/en 


men stepped out quite briskly, thoimh 
they had marched sixteen miles since 
sunrise. The case was quite different 
with ihe rest of the column, which 
moved up in small squads of uinht or 
ten, instead of column of companies. 
The stragglers were strung out over 
more than a mile of road, and many of 
them limped considerably. The bag- 
gage wagon had a score of weary and 
sick men lying on top of pots, kettles 
and blankets, in a very promiscuous 
way. 


A little to the rear of tbe wagon.whicb 


was drawn by ten horses and loaned by 
the authorities of • Madera county, came 
more little squads, and in one of these 
squads "General" Kelly trudged con- 
tentedly along with the rest. 


He is a man of sliort stature, 3;! years 


old and a native of Yorkshire, England, 
lie claims to be an American citizen, 
having resided in this county since child- 
hood and been duly naturalized. He 
also claims that every man in his divis- 
ion is an American citizen. 
" \Ve started from San Francisco with 


5tM men, in ten companies of fifty each," 
said the general. " At Sacramento the 
union with the Oakland contingent 
raised the number to 1,300, which was 
inconveniently large, and a division of 
the force became necessary. 
So we 


came on this way with 
_34Q men, of 


whom about 300 remain with us. 
" Our men know no politics," replied 


the general when tbe question as to the 
proportion of .Republicans and Demo- 
crats in the column was propounded to 
him. 
" The fact is our purpose is quite 


distinct from party politics. Wuat we 
want is government employment 
the unemployed. 


"The aye, of the commonwealurs in 


this division is from 20 to GO years, with 
an average of 30 years.

Not Affected by a Recent Supreme 


Court Decision. 


County School Superintendent T. J. 


Kirk was interviewed yesterday to as- 
certain what effect the recent Supreme 
Oourt decision on the constitutionality 
of the law fnr tlie establishment of high 
schools in California would have on the 
proposed Fresno high school. 
\ test case was brought before the 


Supreme Court by J. P. McCabe of 
Contra Costa county, who brought suit 
against the tax collector to have de- 
clared invalid an assessment levied 
under the provisions of a legislative act 
passed March 20, 1S91, which provided 
for the establishment of high schools in 
California. The, lower court sustained 
the act and the cagj wasappealed to the 
Supreme Court, where the decision of 
the lower court was reversed and the 
act declared nn constitutional. 


The point upon which the decision 


was based was that it gave the power to 
levy the. assessment to the superinten- 
dent of schools. The superintendent 
made an estimate of the tax levy, and 
reported to the board til supervisors, 


ho made thft formal levy. The asstids- 
icnt should be levied by the super- 
iaors us a legislative body. The'snper- 
ite.ndent of schools, being an executive 
lliccr, c-an not exercise a power dele- 
ated by tlie constitution to the govern- 
ig legislative body of the county, city 
r district affected.

The situation caused by the presence 


of tieneral Barker's division of the in- 
dustrial army within the city limits of 
Fresno is becoming serious. 


It was not alone the publication of 


the article in yesterday's KBITHI.U-AX 
that led the citizens of Fresno to sum- 
marily shut down on donations to men 
who fft the community at defiance. It 
•was tho added fact that the immense 
majority of those who visit*1:! tlio camp 
recognized that sympathy was utterly 
wasted on men who showed by every 
action that they were willing to renuin 
idle just us long us the generosity of the 
citizens would support them in idleness. 


General Barker's army lives from 


hand to mouth and when rations are on 
hand they are consumed 
seemingly 


without th'ought of the morrow. So it 
was that when daylight dawned yester- 
day it found the commissary unable to 
meet demands further than a arantv 
breakfast. 


Committees were eent out to solicit 


aid from the storekeepers, but they met 
with very little encouragement. A "num- 
ber of industrials did a house-to-house 
visitation on their own account with in- 
different success. The house wives who 
had read of Mr?. Smith's inflammatory 
speeches, or had heart! extracts re- 
peated by their husbands on their re- 
turn from the evening meeting, turned 
a deaf ear to appeals. 


The result was that at lunch time 


there was nothing for the meu but a lit- 
tle rice, and the prospects for supper 
were about as promising as the election 
of the Populist ticket. 


A council of war was held, partici- 


pated in by General Barker, the adju- 
tant, the colonels and the company cap- 
tains. There was the usual secrecy, 
with an especial caution as to commu- 
nication with reporters. 


Nevertheless, the results arrived at by 


the council were obtained without any 
difficulty. The questions discussed were 
subsistence and transportation. 


From General Barker and the adju- 


tant it was learned that the army will 
await today the action of the city and 
county authorities, from whom the offi- 
cers have been impatiently expecting 
consideration and assistance. 
II the 


citizens continue to refuse donations of 
food and clothing, and the authorities 
will not come forward with propositions 
for relief and transportation, the men 
will be venT likely left to act for them - 
selves. 


The industrials are in no very amia- 


ble frame of inind now, and if they arc 
released from the show of discipline 
hitherto preserved, there can be only 
one result. The conditions of last sum- 
mer will he repeated. 


General Barker eaid substantially 


that there was no apprehension of in- 
jury to the property of the railroad com- 
pany, or of a train being seized in the 
depot, but he could not prevent his men 
taking a ride when they got lower down. 
He denounced the press of Fresno for 
its attitude to the army, and rather 
staggered THE REPUBLICAN' reporter by 
the information that this newspaper is 
owned by the Southern Pacific railroad. 


The "general" seems to have gotten 


considerably rattled over the condition 
of affairs in the army, though even* in- 
telligent man had foreseen that when 
the men reached this city its disband- 
mentwas more than probable. "I can- 
not help this," and "I cannot prevent 
that," were expressions that fell from 
General Barker's Hps in seeming mo- 
ments of irresolution. The adjutant 
said meaningly io the reporter: "If 
you have been a soldier you know what 
happens when men are fixed like ourg. 
They go and forage for themselves." 


adjutant also stated his convic-

tion that no attempt would be made to 
take possession of a train in Fresno, or 
to do an; willful damage in the yards, 
but if the men should steal a ride lower 
down it could not be helped. 


A conrt martial was held during the 


day at which several of the industrials 
were dismissed for drunkenness and 
other charges. The dismissed men took 
their badges with them, and this may 
account for the number of cases reported 
of solitary industrials bumming for 
tobacco, etc., in the stores. The police 
will probably start in on themeu-who 
go around begging today, and the 
chances are that the rock* pile will re- 
sound to the blows of many hammers 
in a few days. 


The camp was almost deserted at 4 


o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
Compan- 


ies were represented by three or four 
men, and the little group of officer* at 
headquarters looked verv aniious. Gen- 
eral .Barker is greatly displeased with 
THE REPUBLICAN'S version of bis state- 
ments, but he was challenged in the 
presence of witnesses to deny that he 
had spoken of his men not being will- 
ing to work for any two-bit or four-bit a. 
day proposition, and that they would 
only work for living wages. He ex- 
plained that he meant that he had not 
brought them here to lower wages or 
compete with rates now prevailing. 
When reminded that many men can be 
found in Freano willingto work for their 
board in these hard times he said he 
thought no laboring man should be 
asked to work for lees than $2 a day, 
and that carpenters' ought to have $3 for 
a day of eight hours. 


One statement which annoyed Gen- 
eral Barker more than any other was 
the report that only a small percentage 
ofhiamen are American citizens. 'He 
produced the roster of Company D to 
show that every man claims to be a citi- 
zen, and that of the thirteen men in th 
company twelve are, or claim to be, na 
tire born Americano. For himself Gen 
era! Barker claims that it was unneces 
airy for him to be naturalized, as h 
father was naturalized while he himse 
was a minor. 


The railroad authorities are fully ap- 


prised of the movements of the indus- 
trials, and are inflexible in their resolu 
tion not to give them transportation ei 
cept at full first claes rates. Today wi 
probably witness a crisis in the camp 
unless the city and county authoritiei 
or a committee of citizens provid 
transportation to the county line. .

EDITOR REPI'BUCAV:—In leaving Vic- 


toria, B.C., we bid good-bye to Father 
Ocean uud seasickness. 
From thereto 


Juneau it is one continuous marine 
picnic. We only touched the open 
ocean three Units, the longest place, 
crossing Queen Charlotte sound, being 
fifty miles; the other two sounds were 
short. You hardly realize that you are 
being borne rapidly along toward the 
north, so smooth are the waters. You 
steam through narrow channels some- 
times not a stone's throw across; at 
others widening ont to a mile or more, 
with high mountains on either side, 
studded with dense forests to the 
water's edge. £ome of the narrow chan- 
nels are thousands of feet deep; others 
shallow, with currents running ten or 
twelve miles an hour. 


This magnificent .scenery continues 


from dav "to dav until the fteamer 
anchors "nt the Juneau wharf. 
Our 


steamer landed to put off freight only 
at Mary:s Island, Wrangle, .luneau, 
and from here she coes to Sitka and 
Glacier bay. The first Alaskan glacier 
Is Feen soo'ti after leaving Fort Wrangle, 
in the distance, standing on the side of 
a loftv mountain, like n huze cannon 
guarding some eacreJ treasure. Here 
also we meet our first icebergs floating 
silently towards the south, "thus Na- 
ture's "dead march to the snn" to melt

and the idea still ia to get the produce of 
the fanners to tide water without being 
charged all tho traffic will bear. 


Ko far, every time there baa been 


talk of a canal, there has immediately 
arisen a rumor of a railroad from Mon- 
terey to Fresno or from Stockton to 
Bakerslifild. 
A competing 
railroad 


would be the salvation oE this county. 
A canal would enable the products of 
Fresno county farms to be shipped at 
living rate?. As he unilerstnod i;, there 
are two points on the San Jonifuin of- 
fering themselves as the outlet of the 
proposed canal—one at White's Bridge, 
the nther twenty miles south of it. lie 
hoped that, Fresno county, instead of 
being suffered to 510 down grade, would 
ha he!') u;> for what she waa and etill is, 
the finest :)ml most prosperous portion 
of the stJite of California.

tended i\ number of meetings on this 
canal proposition in recent years and 
could rememberonfi occasion when some 
influential men came down from Stock- 
ton mid offered two-thirds of tiie money 
necepsury to build the cannl. One of 
the b*st engineers in this part of the 
country had esti mated that a canal 
could be cut for less than $50,000. The 
greatect diiiir.nlty would be the fall of 
150 feet on the thirty miles to White's 
Bridge, necessitating the construction 
of ten locks. A ditch could be dug to 
McMnllin, where the Emigrant Ditch 
was available, and thence it was only 
ten miles to the slough. Between Fire- 
baiighs ami Crow's Landing (lie Sail 
Joaquin river is only navigable certain 
months in the year, but below Crow's 
Landing it is navigable all the year 
round. There are flapped from Fresno 
to Port Co&ta 80,000 tons of wheat at. 
$3.60 a ton, while the same quantity 
could be carried on the canal at 35 cents 
a ten. There would be a saving of at 
least $240,000, double the amount re- 
quired to dig the canal. 


A. J. Wiener produced a list of signa- 


tures a yard long of responsible citizens 
of Fresno county who are willing that 
the county ahull be bonded in $500,000 
to construct ibe canal. He thought the 
best idea would be to have a survey and 
estimate made by a competent engineer, 
and would contribute £15 to start the 
thing. 


Mr. White said that George Manuel, a 


competent engineer, had already made 
the survey and estimate. 


Mr. Wiener said the San Francisco 


people were willing to help the proposi- 
tion, hnt would not start it. 


Mr. White was confident tho people 


of Stockton would cordially join in the 
enterprise. He thought it would bo a 
good idea to go around just now and sue 
how many trains the farmers would 
lend to the work. As things are now 
these farmers have nothing to do. 


Alexander Gordon instanced the bur- 


den of present transportation rates by 
stating that in two years lie paid $14,000 
on the product of* a vineyard of l.'W 
acres.

A SLAVE' TO MORPHINE. 


What Caused Jesse Ludy to Take 


His Life. 


Jesse Lnilv, the hospital patient who 


united 
suicide Monday morning, 


eft a number of statements, which were 
found yesterday, in which is given the 
cause that led the man to take his life. 
The first statement is quite lengthy, 
covering nearly four pages of foolscap. 
No date is affixed to it. The language 
used was good, and shows that he had 
received a fair education. 


He graphically describes his efforts to 


discontinue the use of the drug. He 
contracted the habit by using the drug 
as a sedative for bowel trouble, tin 
soon became a slave to it and was un- 
able to stop using it. 
Hetellsof bis various troubles while at 


wort and how he finally resolved never 
more to use morphine, and after in- 
tense sufferings went out of the hospital 
a cured man. 
But he w;as again forced 


to use it to relieve his pain and once 
more he fell into the habit, which 
caused him to come to the following 
conclusion, which ended the statement: 


"With health entirely gone I cannot 


work and no hope of ever doing so 
1 


long for death to end my mental sufter- 
ings. Farewell to all. 
JKSSE Lrov."

tariff is reduced on any line of gocils, 
foreign goods of that class will sell 
cheaper in this market. With the fall 
in the price of foreign goods, home 
manufacturers must reduce their prices 
on tbe same lines of goods. This reduc- 
tion in prices will either cause manufac- 
turers to reduce the price which they 
pay for labor or close their mills alto- 
gether. II they reduce wages,laboring 
men and their families must be tbe suf- 
ferers. If they close down their mills, 
laboring men are thrown out of work 
and deprived of all means of support. 
Because ol reduced wages thousands of 
men are. now out on strikes, and lie- 
canse manufacturers have in many 
cases voluntarily closed their mills, 
many more thousands are out of em- 
ployment.

As 
to the impracticability of the tux, it is 
no more impracticable than any of our 
present taxes. It has met with success 
in Germany and England. 


The next debater was W. K. Mott. 


Jlr. Mott is perhaps the most widely 
read political economist of the class, and 


.s- strongly opposed to the income tax. 


'Only when the civil war was drawing 
a million dollars a day from the treas- 
ury, did congress think such a tax justi- 
fiable, but it was soon repealed," said 
Mr. Mott. "Almost without exception 
prominent statesmen and political econ- 
omists oppose the tax, excipt as a laat 
resort in time of great need. The follow- 
ing great authorities are opposed to the 
tax:

Md. The doctor had his attention 


ttractcd by the figuring on tho dial, 
Inch showed it to be a Masonic clock, 
e traced back its history and estab- 
shed bcoynd doubt tliat it was made 
ir tho Yorktown lodge in 1781 by John 
ishcr, whose name and home town are 
igraved on the dial. 
Thn clock has been placed in the east

On tho brass dial are engraved 
ie Masonic square and compass, the 
olnmns and the mosaic pavement, with 
10name, "John Fisher, Yorktown." It 
iows tho day of tho month and the 
lascs of the moon correctly.—Jewel- 
s' Circular.
